- OAIRO'S WATER SUPPLY. 


The report of the International Commission 
on this important question has now * been 
made and also published in the “ Official 
Journal” together with many appendices, one of 
which even gives the number of hours which 
the members worked at each of the 17 con- 
ferences required to elaboratethis report, and 


immediately following the report we are given — 


a Ministerial decree ‘baming another Commis- 
sion, whose mission is to advise a8 to the ne- 
cessary measures to be ‘taken. We, in our 
ignorance, had been thinking all along that 
this was just what the Internatioual Commis- 


thing, that from time immemorial, the people 
who rule the destinies of this country, often 
seem to have an unconquerable fancy for put- 
ting the cart before the borse,-and the im- 
portant matter to which we refer does not 
appear to have been an exception to the rale, 
We maintain that if the gentlemen forming 
this new Commission named by the Council of 
Ministers on the 24th December last, had been 
set to work last summer and had, as they were 
qualified to do, collected all the necessary 
data, and if, when this had been done, they 
had sent for any one member of the Inter- 
national Commission, and as an expert had 
submitted to him the subject thus prepared 
and backed up by all the necessary informa: 
tion, and had asked him to give to the ex- 
amination of the question all the time ne- 
cessary for its study, the expert would then 
have advised the Commission, in such a way 
that they would have been able to produce 
a definite: report which would have left no 


It is a most strange — . 


doubt on the question. Such cannot besaid . 


of the report before us it is full of doubts 


and uncertainties from beginning to end, and 
this can be said without any disparagement 
to the ability of those who madeit. Tocome 
to this country as strangers, at the time of the 
year the least suited for the observations 
they had to make, and in i7. days to get to 
the bottom of such a question, is too much 


|to expect from human nature, however 


strenuous and however much prolonged was 
their work. It has been said of some of the best 
informed men in this country, that it was 


extraordinary how so-and-so knew as much - 


as he did, for he never seemed to do 
much except to loaf about, but it-is often 
in this sort of way that information is ac- 
quired. The International Commissioners laid 
much stress on the fact that they did not 
see in the works any notices prohibiting 
nuisances and enjoining cleanliness; did it 
never occur to them that works in this 
country sre generally ran by a gang of Arabs, 
who cannot read any notice, in whatever lan- 


gaage it might be written, and that the Earo- © 


pean supervisers do not require such notices ; 
in this country such matters are generally 
looked after by a good foreman or ganger, 
who is properly instructed ;—we have no doubt 
that the Cairo Water Company has such a 
man, if not the sooner they get him the 
better. Among so much that is uncertain we 
see several things in the report that seem 
fairly clear, The Commisioners are not 
satisfied that the water supply is entirely 
gitisfactory ;—that the in-take from the river 
is in an unsatisfactory position, and should 
be moved above the town and future 
suburbs; that the manner of distributing 
the water in the poorer quarters of Cairo 
ig open to the most severe condemna-. 
tion on. hygienic grounds; that house taps 
should be provided,” and the. practice. of 
conveying water from the public taps should 
be discouraged in every way practicable ; 
that the sand should be washed with filter- 
ed water before being used. As the question 
is still sub-jadice, we will not revert in 
greater detail to many of its recommenda- 
tions ; the above semarks suffice to show 
that very much is necessary which might 
be undertaken at once, and in order to save 
time in such an important matter and espe- 
cially now that acholera epidemic is raging 
not very far off, would it not be possible 
for the new commission to first make a pre- 
liminary report, whioh~ might confirm that 
part of the present report,-about which there 
can be vo doubt, reserving for further study 
the more doubtful questions to which the 
International Commission refers. Not only

ALEXANDRIA ICE SUPPLY. 


We are pleased to hear that the principal 
ice factories in this town have at last come to 
an understanding among themselves, as announ- 
ced in another column, to fix once and for.all a 
constant wholesale and retail price for the sale 
of ice It is well known that for some years 
past there has been very keen compe tition, 
the actual consumers have benetitted to no 
very great extent on account of the retail ice 
merchants getting a profit out of all proportion 
to the price paid by them to the manufacturer 
It has now been decided to fix the prices ata 
constan€ figure which will still leave the ice 
merchants in town and at Ramleh a reasonable 
margin of profit, at the same time protecting 
the poblic against the outrageous prices which 
were on several occasions demanded by cértain 
of the merchants last season at a time when 
there was a scarcity of ice due to breakdowns 
at one or two of the factories. A central manage- 
ment has now been arranged for, which will 
control the whole of the distribution of the ice 
to the various retail merchants all over the 
town, and there will be several depéts in 
convenient parts of the town where house- 
holders and other small consumers can send 
their servants to obtain small quantities from 
1 oke upwards. The public will be duly 
informed by notices in all the principal local 
papers and by special advertisements and 
circulars, of the prices which have been decided 
on, and where to address any complaints in 
the event of being asked more than the tariff 
prices. The prices are fixed at exceedingly 
reasonable figures which compare most favour- 
ably with those of any town in Europe and it 
is hoped that these prices will enable the very 
poorest inhabitants to avail themselves of this 
laxary during the hot months of the year.

EGYPT TO INDIA. 


A NEW ROUTE 


Vistas of a fascinating new route from Egypt 
and the Levant to India are opened up by a 
perusal -of the recently issued report on the 
trade of Bagdad by the acting British Consal 
General there, Major I. Ramsay, a summary of 
which appears in another.column of to-day’s 
issue The report states that from Aleppo to 
Bagdad a service of post carriages has recently 
been started. These carriages do the journey 
in about eight or nine days. From Bagdad to 
Busrah there are British steamers at least once 
a week, and there are several Turkish steamers, 
From Busrah to Karachi and Bombay thére is 
the weekly mail steamer of the British India 
Steam Navigation Company, as well as other 
steamers. The cost of a carriage from Aleppo 
to Bagdad is about £15 sterling, and dquarter 
of this sum for one seat. The cost of a first- 
class ticket by steamer from Bagdad to Karachi 
is about £10. 

The fare from Suez to Bombay by steamer 
is over £84, which -by this route would be 
very little more from Alexandria or Port 
Said to Karachi, while the interest ot the 
overland route is not to be compared to the 
dreary voyage down the Red Sea and the long 
tramp from Aden acroas the Indian Ocean, 
The short sea journey to Beyrout includes 
visits to Jaffa and Caiffa, with opportunities 
of visiting Jerusalem and Nazareth. The train 
for Aleppo from Beyrout takes a night and a 
day, from 10.50 p.m., to 6.15 p.m., the follow- 
ing day, while the traveller, who is not pressed 
for time can visit Baalbek and Damascus, Then 
there is Aleppo with its magnificent castle, 
“the best, example of twelfth century Arab 
workmanship in all Syria.” The journey across 
the great Mesopotamian plains evokes memories 
of Niniveh, Babylon, and the great rivers of 
Assyria with all the reminisences of the 
Anabasis from our schooldays, and then comes 
Baghdad and the journey down the Euphrates 
to Bassorah and thence through the Persian 
Gulf to India. 


THE HOLY r CITIES. 
EGYPTIAN DELEGATE EXCLUDED. 


Dr Suleiman Bey Hamas, Delegate of the 
Egyptian Quarantine Board in the Hedjaz. 
who has served in the same office for the last 
four years, has now been prevented by the 
Turkish Authorities from entering the Holy 
Cities of the Hedjaz, The reason of this step 
is still unknown, but itis said to bedue to 
political reasons. 


THE KHARTOUM BRIDGE. 


“FURTHER DETAILS. 


The bridge across the Blue Nile at Khartoum, 
on which operations have alnpady been com- 
menced, will be, when it is completed at the 
end of 1909, the most valuable structure of its 
kind in Africa. It will cross the river from the 
vicinity of the old infantry barracks to a point 
between the Gordon College and the British 
barracks, The width of waterway here is about 
1,700 ft. The bridge is to have seven equal 
spans, each 218 ft. 6 in. in length, three ap- 
proach spans varying from 40 ft. to 80 ft. in 
length, and on the, northern end an opening 
span of 111 ft. 9 in. clear opening. It has been 
designed to accommodate eventually two lines 
of the 8 ft. Gin. gauge railway; but at the 


outset it will take one line, and there will then |‘ 


also be a roadway 2! ft. wide and a footpath 
11 ft. wide. The latter will be carried on 
brackets outside the west side main girders, 
The total weight of steel used in the bridge and 
piers will be about 5,000 tons, The rolling 
span is not, as has been errofieously stated in 
several journals, to be of the American Scherzer 
type. It is entirely of British origin, having 
been designed by the Cleveland Bridge Com- 


pany, and is being manufactured at. their j 


works, It is to have atotal length of 140 ft., 

consisting of an overhanging portion of 112 ft. 
and 28 ft. at the rear end to the back ofthe 
counterweight box. It will be electrically 
operated from a cabin situated on the northern 
approach. A temporary timber bridge is to be 
erected to carry the traffic until the permanent 
structure has been completed.

We have just to hagd a paper on Egyptian 
cotton, published in the “Indo-European Com- 
mercial Intelligence and trade Register,” read 
by Prof. Shabani before the Karachi Branch of 
the British Empire League. It is needless to 
say that there is an urgent need for such well- 
studied expositions of such a subject at the pre- 
sent time when development along all the lines 
is going on apace. 

Up to this time experiments with Egyptian 
cotton are few and far between, and have many 
times proved failures, though it must be said 
that the acreage for-this cotton is increasing 
for the last five years till it has reached the fi 
gute of 5.098 acres this year. But we hope that 
the perseverance of Prof. Shahani will be re- 
warded and that we shall have, in Sind at 
Jeast, soon many acres brought under this cul- 
tivation. This cotton is extremely useful for 


fine and delicate fabrics, which are not being: 


manufactured here just for want of it. 

Prof. Shahani made about four or-five ex: 
periments, and, as @ result, he comes to the 
conclusion that Sind has special aptitudes, 
facilities and advantages for the growth of 
Egyptian cotton. There are four varieties of 
this, viz, Abasi, Metaffifi, Yanowich, and 
Ashmoni, of which, according to the writer of 
the paper, Metaffifi is the best suited for 
Sind. The cost of this, estimated by Mr. 
Fletcher, Deputy Director of Agriculture, is 
about Rs. 40 per acre. It is to be hoped that 
Prof Shanani’s appeal will be responded to 
both by the Government and the people and 
that bis expectations about lakhs of acres be- 
ing brought under this cultivation will be 
realised. The last portions of his speech deal, 
in a general way, with the need for scientific 
agricultural education and the consequent ne- 
cessity for extending the Sind Arts College in 
this direction also. We are glad that this 
necessity is already wisely recognized by the 
Bombay Government, which has sanctioned 
the opening of anew Agricultural College at 
Poona from the next year. —

PESTS AND FUNGI OF EGYPT. 


Mr. Walter Draper, Director of the Govern- 
ment Gardens Delta Barrage, Egypt (who has 
made a special study of the “Coccide,” or scale 
insects of Egypt, which have hitherto received 
very little attention, and the habits of which 
are, in many cases, imperfectly understood), has 
just published a brochure on the “Injurious 
Scale Insects and Mealy Bugs of Egypt, toge- 
ther with other insects, pests, and fungi,” 
which will prove equally useful to planters 
and arboriculturists in all zones, temperate 
and torridalike. — 

We say this, remarks “Tropical Life,” as, 
with the march of science and iuereased 
facilities for transport, the serious disadvan- 
tage of hitherto unknown pests arriving with 
fresh plants forces one to reulise that au in- 
creased number of varieties causes an increased 
namber of responsibilities on the part of the 
plant doctor, In 1891, Mr. Draper tells us, 
seven species of “‘coccidse,” or seale insects, 
were recorded in Ceylon ; but three years later

operations may also possibly be due to the 
Government not wishing to ,incur furtlier ex- 
pense on what may prove an unremunerative 
undertaking, although, on the other -hand, 
mineral discoveries of considerable value can 
be placed to the credit of this Department. An 
oil field and marble and sulphur have been 
found, of good quality and in workable quan- 
tities, to say nothing of the pottery -indastry, 
which might be largely developed.

TRADE OF BAGDAD.

foreigners enjoy privileges that are denied to 
natives, ani where the relations between the 
Governors and the people are such as residents 
of England would find it difficult to realise. For 
these reasons I feel convinced that the best me- 
thod of pushing our trade is to persuade firms 
doing a large business to send out their repre- 
sentatives to see things for themselves 
An agent of a firm travelling to India could 
examine the market not only at Bagdad. but 
also at Beyrout and Aleppo ( both iaportant 
commercial centres ) with the expenditure of a 
very little money and time. .. . Manufactu- 
rers well know that there is no difficulty in get- 
ting from England to Constantinople or Port 
Said. From either of these places there are nu- 
merous steamers ranning to Beyrout. From 
Beyrout té Aleppo there is a railway, and a 
branch from this railway: would enabi¢ a tra- 
veller to visit Damascus. 


OPERA AT CAIRO. 


Our Cairo operatic critic writes :— 

I went again to “Lobengrin” on Monday, 
and again to me the best part of the whole 
performance was the second act. Mile Magne was 
even better than before, her phrasing delighttul, 
and fallef meaning, and her voice pure and 
taultless, and egain Mme Fierens .showed 
what knowledge and dramatic power she has. 
One could take slight— very slight—exception 
to one or two high notes wherein she wasa 
shade tooemphatic: bat her low notes-are 
superb, and far more convincing in their light 
and shade than those of the average good 
contralto. 1 do not wish to query the dicta of 
other critics, still less to attack or blame 
singers,, conductors or others, but I confess I 
cannot comprehend certain of the critiques 
I read on this opera, unless it be that the 
points of view vary immensely. M. Soubeyran 
for example, and M. Baron seemed #0 entirely 
conventional ; the ohe sang, nb doubt, in the 
manner of a good and cultivated musician, but 
with none of the emphasis or resonance so 
necessary to the part, and the other never 
seemed to be in real and enthusiastic touch 
with his orchestra, chorus or principals : there 
were moments in the first act where had bis 
baton been the baquette enchantée of one 
description I read,’ the situation would have 
been saved; as it was, that whole act was 
distinetly shaky. Again, too, I wished the 
wholeperformance could have commenced at a 
later hour if only to get the audience into 
their places. The theatre wes almost empty 
‘when the oyerture began and. people streamed 
in, one by one, and two by two, in a most 
trying manner: And why, oh why applaud 
Wagner of all: people during~ the act, hete, 
there, and everywhere! it might suit “le Fille 
da Regiment” or “Trovatore,” but it is almost 
criminal in “Lohengrin” and almost everyone 
knows that at  Bayrenth and the great 
German opera houses there is no entry allowed, 
once the act has begun, and no applause 
whatever till it is ended
